There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  baptisms  and  a  decrease  of  208 
preparatory  rolls.

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CF&A  BUDGET  OVERVIEW.  An  overview  of  the  4  basic  areas  of  the  budget  was 
presented  by  Barbara  Shaffer,  Bob  Bowers,  Doug  McCoy,  and  Kim  Poole.  It  was 
announced  that  the  National  Program  Division  block  grant  would  be  phased  out  by  the 
year  2001.  This  would  be  done  by  cutting  $5,000  annually  over  the  next  several  years. 
The  proposed  1996  budget  will  reflect  a  7%  increase  over  1995.  Six  recommendations 
were  presented  for  information  only,  and  4  items  for  annual  conference  action  at  a  later 
time. 

COURTESY.  Conference  Superintendent  Billy  Still  expressed  appreciation  to  Max 
and  Gladys  Cramer  of  Ninilchik  and  to  Joe  and  Mary  Davis  of  Anchor  Park  by  presenting 
them  with  the  Walrus  Award.  Billy  recognized  those  churches  who  paid  100%  of  their 
apportionment  and  grew  in  membership.  The  list  includes:  Wasilla,  Soldotna,  First 
Fairbanks,  Seward  Memorial,  Moose  Pass,  Tumagain,  New  Hope  United,  St.  John, 
Ketchikan.  Kenai  -  New  Covenant,  Northern  Light  United,  and  Willow.  Others  growing 
in  membership  include:  Aldcrsgate,  and  North  Star,  and  those  who  paid  their 
apportionments  in  full  include:  Homer,  St.  Paul,  Sitka,  Jewel  Lake  Parish,  St.  Peter  the 
Fisherman-  Ninilchik,  Girdwood,  First  Anchorage,  East  Anchorage,  Chugiak,  Anchor 
Park  and  Douglas  Community.

The  Campbells  and  Shaffers  were 
presented  a  framed  print  of  Birchwood  Camp.

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!  V.  REPORTS  TO  THE  CONFERENCE 

A.  Superintendent's  Report 
Billy  Still 

Last  simmer,  toward  the  end  of  July,  one  of  my  children  asked  me,  "Dad,  what  do 
you  do  now  that  you  are  the  Superintendent?" 

j  I  had  just  completed  a  couple  of  weeks  of  arranging  the  office  to  suit  my  taste, 
reading  vo  umes  of  files  and  documents,  hiring  new  staff,  and  didn't  have  a  clue  what  I 
did  By  c  efault  I  began  to  provide  a  long  list  of  tasks.  I  .  .  .  The  child  was  not 
impressed. 

j  "Neve’  mind.  Dad,"  he  said.  "It  doesn't  sound  very  interesting."  The  truth  is,  it  is 
very  interesting.  It  just  took  a  while  to  learn  how  to  talk  about  it. 

!|  As  I  began  to  ask  Chris,  Sandy,  and  Doug  what  we  do,  they  responded  much  like  I 
d^d.  They  drug  out  long  lists  of  tasks.  It  did  not  take  long  for  us  to  acknowledge  that  we 
d^d  not  wait  tasks  to  define  our  call.  Tasks  are  important.  They  must  be  done  well,  but 
tljiey  are  only  important  if  they  are  defined  by  a  broader  context.  They  are  not  to  be  the 
fuel  that  drives  our  lives. 

After  some  discussion  and  experience,  we  decided  that  these  are  the  primary  reasons 
that  our  office  exists.  We  are  to:  (1)  Recruit,  develop,  and  support  leaders  leaders  for  the 
AMC;  it's  various  churches  and  ministries.  (2)  Stimulate  and  manage  change.  (3) 
Search  for  Christ  in  distressing  disguise. 

Lives  defined  by  tasks  keep  these  kinds  of  things  from  happening.  Tasks  defined  by 
these  broacer  understandings  receive  new  meaning  and  we  are  glad  to  see  them  carried  out. 
fllost  of  us  find  meaning  and  pleasure  in  doing  tasks  when  we  understand  their  larger 
purpose.  Few  find  pleasure  or  fulfillment  in  completing  tasks  that  do  not  lead  us  to  clear 
goals  or  objectives,  when  our  lives  become  dominated  by  tasks  and  are  not  centered  in  a 
prayerful  v  sion  they  can  become  a  "random  series  of  incidents  and  accidents." 

|  In  my  reading  about  leadership  this  last  year  I  have  found  much  that  is  valuable,  but 
tlje  most  helpful  word  on  leadership  I  have  found  can  be  distilled  into  this  item:  As 
leaders  we  must  give  ourselves  to:  (1)  A  call  outside  ourselves.  (2)  The  strengths  of 
ojhers.  (3)  A  great  task. 

']  I  found  these  leadership  principles  exemplified  at  a  Charge  Conference  this  year.  A 
srjnall  congregation  is  expanding  their  church  building.  During  the  meeting  the  chair  of 
the  building  committee  said,"  Our  pastor  is  a  wonderful  pastor.  We  want  that  to 
continue.  We  want  him  out  in  the  community  loving  people  in  the  name  of  Christ, 
caring  for  he  poor,  inviting  people  to  join  us.  We  need  him  to  raise  money  Outside  to 
help  pay  for  all  of  this.  We  do  not  need  him  to  organize  the  building  project.  That  is  not 
Yds  gift.  It  is  our  gift.  We  know  how  to  plan  and  build.  He  is  allowing  us  to  use  our 
gift  for  the  church  and  we  are  seeing  to  it  that  he  uses  his.  It  just  doesn’t  make  any  sense 
for  him  to  >et  all  caught  up  in  building  details  when  all  of  us  can  spend  our  time  doing 
the  things  we  do  well." 

The  pastor  and  congregation  have  recognized  a  call  outside  themselves.  They  have 
accepted  fcr  themselves  a  great  task  and  they  are  giving  themselves  over  to  the  strengths 
of  each  other.  Accountable,  but  with  no  controlling  agendas.  It  is  instructive  to  note 
that  their  great  task  of  building  rises  out  of  their  other  great  tasks  -  distributing  over  one 
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ton  of  clothing  and  supplementing  the  early  morning  snacks  in  their  local  elementary 
school,  welcoming  their  community  into  the  church.  . 

It  is  no  surprise  to  find  out  that  they  are  growing  rapidly,  within  the  context  of  their 
community.  They  are  well  known,  well  loved,  energetic,  and  it  is  a  great  joy  to  worship 
there.  Their  pastor  is  known  to  all  as  "Slick  from  Willow  Crick." 

It  is  also  no  surprise  to  note  that  we  have  numerous  congregations  in  similar 
positions.  We  do  indeed  have  several  congregations  who  are  practically  turning  people 
away  on  Sunday  because  there  is  no  room. 

Whatever  the  corporate  body  of  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference  does,  it  must 
facilitate  the  success  of  such  churches  as  we  help  other  congregations  find  their  niche  as 
clearly. 

It  seems  apparent  that  some  of  the  administrative  and  structural  confines  of  the  AMC 
will  be  different  in  the  foreseeable  future.  This  is  to  say  that  our  relationship  with  the 
National  Program  Division  will  be  different  and  this  will  make  a  significant  impact  on 
the  life  of  our  conference.  This  is  due  to  the  inevitability  of  their  restructuring  as  well  as 
ours.  Much  has  been  made  about  the  fact  that  the  "block  grant"  is  being  reduced  each  year 
by  $5,000  and  will  not  exist  after  the  year  2000.  This  is  a  significant  issue,  but  it  is  not 
a  crisis.  This  grant  will  be  $25,000  in  1996.  In  1977  it  was  $112,000  and  represented 
60%  of  our  budget.  In  1979  it  was  33%  of  the  budget  and  in  1996  it  will  be  just  over 
4%.  Our  primary  source  of  funding  beyond  the  local  church  is  now  found  in  VIM  teams 
and  the  Advance.  If  you  are  involved  in  a  ministry  that  requires  funding  outside  of  your 
local  church,  you  must  be  prepared  to  go  out  and  raise  the  money  yourself. 

Our  historic  ties  to  the  NPD  are  vital,  alive,  and  important.  They  are  to  be 
celebrated.  They  are  not  the  key  to  our  future.  We  must  embrace  a  broader  concept  of 
missions  that  affirms  all  Christians  as  missionaries,  respecting  cultures  while  standing 
against  popular  culture  in  the  name  of  Christ.  This  is  true  in  Alaska,  just  as  it  is  in 
Idaho,  California,  Mississippi,  and  New  York. 

It  is  true  that  we  receive  a  significant  amount  of  support  form  the  NPD  in  terms  of 
goods,  services  (moving  expenses)  and  caring  support.  It  is  true  that  28  churches  have  a 
difficult  time  standing  alone.  We  remain  grateful;  like  all  United  Methodists  we  are 
somewhat  dependent  upon  and  joyfully  connected  to  the  United  Methodist  Church  as  a 
whole.  We  rejoice  in  this  because  that  is  who  we  are:  Christians,  in  the  United 
Methodist  tradition. 

Change  can  be  a  good,  exciting,  positive  thing,  but  it  is  only  healthy  for 
organizations  that  are  proactive  in  moving  toward  the  future.  We  must  not  simply  sit  by 
and  wait  to  see  what  will  become  of  us. 

The  truth  is.  Pm  not  worried  about  any  of  this  and  I  don't  believe  many  of  you  are 
either.  I  think  we  are  energized  by  the  prospects  of  it  all,  thrilled  to  see  what  the  future 
will  hold,  and  to  find  our  place  it  it. 

We  have  received  a  call  from  outside  of  ourselves.  We  are  bold  enough  to  believe 
that  God  has  a  unique  place  for  us  in  proclaiming  the  gospel  of  peace,  justice,  and 
freedom  in  this  Great  Land.  To  be  successful  in  this  great  task,  we  must  give  ourselves 
over  to  each  other's  strengths  as  we  seek  our  place  in  this  small  corner  of  the  world  where 
we  long  to  affirm  God's  reign. 
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B.  Council  Director's  Report 
Chris  Spencer 

Council  Director  training  in  Lake  Junaiuska  in  August  initiated  me  into  my  new 
ijfesponsibilities  and  implanted  on  my  brain  that  I  am  a  change  agent  for  our  conference. 

his  year  lias  been  a  time  for  me  to  listen  and  learn  what  it  means  to  manage  change.  In 
an  exciting  visioning  session  in  Girdwood,  members  dreamed  together  about  what  their 
ministry  w>uld  look  like  in  the  year  2000.  At  Hope  Retreat  Center  members  of  the  Kenai 
Regional  Program  Council  named  spiritual  growth  as  their  number  one  priority. 
Congregations  in  Seward  and  Unalaska  visioned  a  new  facility  and  parsonage.  A  new 
vision  of  Aviation  Ministry  became  reality  in  the  Northern  Region.  .Everywhere  God  is 
at  work  in  the  lives  of  United  Methodists  who  are  visioning  and  becoming  change  agents. 

The  major  task  delegated  to  the  new  Council  Director  by  last  year's  Annual  Meeting 
•Vas  to  look  at  "Vision  2000"  as  a  possible  program  for  our  conference.  I  believe  this  is  a 
vjital  and  exciting  program.  The  Conference  Coordinating  Council  appointed  an  ad  hoc 
committee  to  work  with  me.  We  agreed  to  package  our  own  program  and  recommended 
i|sing  a  portion  of  our  Annual  Meeting  time  together  for  visioning  sessions.  Several 
persons  ha  ^e  been  invited  to  help  us  make  that  happen.  Local  churches  have  been  asked  to 
ppay  for  openness  to  God's  prevenient  grace,  to  study  together  the  vision  literature  of  the 
scriptures,  to  learn  about  change  and  the  church,  and  engage  groups  of  persons  in  the  life 
of  the  congregation  in  discussions  around  questions  relating  to  visioning.  The  results  of 
our  Annua  Meeting  will  give  us  direction  for  the  future.  An  anticipated  outcome  is  the 
renewed  vitality  for  each  local  congregation  to  define  its  own  mission  and  set  visions  for 
bringing  people  to  Christ,  to  church  membership,  and  to  deepened  discipleship.

Evaluated  using  in  our  Conference  the  Vision  2000  program  sponsored  by  the 
General  Board  of  Discipleship.  Proposed  a  revised  program  and  plan  to  assist  a 
visioning  process  in  the  Conference,  beginning  in  the  local  churches  and 
continuing  during  this  year's  Annual  Meeting. 

3.  Brought  about  the  formation  of  an  AMC  Russia  Initiative  Task  Force,  which 
will  relate  to  CCC  through  the  New  Ministries  Committee. 

4.  Set  in  motion  ecumenical  dialogue  regarding  the  original  Comity  Agreement, 
seeking  a  contemporary  view  of  partnership  in  ministry  in  Alaska. 

Other  action:  The  Council  established  a  Personnel  Committee  comprised  of  the 
Conference  Treasurer  and  chairs  of  the  Professional  Ministries  Unit,  Administrative  Unit, 
and  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to  conduct  periodic  reviews  with  the 
Conference  Council  Director,  Administrative  Assistant,  and  Financial  Assistant.  The 
Administrative  Unit  will  recommend  annual  compensation  for  those  positions.  Requested 
that  CF&A  strike  rule  #9  which  places  conditions  on  the  manner  and  timing  of 
meetings  of  Conference  administrative  and  program  bodies,  boards,  and  committees.  We 
approved  a  three-day  holiday  model  for  the  1996  Parish  Workers  retreat,  with  a  theme  of 
Cross  Cultural  Communications  in  Alaska.  We  recommended  to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  and  Rules  that  they  select  a  chair  for  the  Conference  Disaster  Response 
Committee  and  Communications  Committee.  The  Council  Director  will  provide  the  link 
to  CCC  for  both  committees.

Among  the  items  the  youth  discussed  were  plans  for  the  Youth  camps  in  the 
summer.  At  our  fall  1994  meeting  we  were  invited  to  meet  with  the  Camp  Committee. 
After  this  meeting  and  after  seeing  how  excited  the  youth  were  about  outdoor  activities 
wedecided  that  both  Youth  and  Outdoor  ministries  should  be  our  focus  for  1996.  Because 
of  the  positive  response  we  received  from  the  youth  we  did  not  want  to  just  drop  them  the 
following  year.  We  needed  to  show  them  that  we  were  truly  committed  to  supporting 
them  and  that  they  were  important  and  not  just  a  one  year  event.

H.  Administrative  Unit 
1.  Church  Location  and  Building 
John  Campbell,  Chair 

The  Board  of  Location  and  Building  of  the  Administrative  Unit  has  assisted  in  plan 
review  and  approval  for  a  number  of  local  church  projects  during  the  1994-95  year.  These 
projects  include: the  proposed  expansion  of  the  Willow  UMC  during  the  summer  of  1995; 
the  completion  of  St.  Paul  UMC;  the  construction  of  a  new  parsonage  for  the  UMC  of 
Unalaska  for  the  summer  of  1995,  the  construction  of  a  new  church  facility  at  Seward 
UMC  to  replace  their  building  destroyed  by  fire;  completion  of  the  shower  house  at 
Birchwood  Camp  in  June  1995,  and  the  expansion  of  educational  space  for  Aldersgate 
UMC  in  Juneau.  Anchor  Park  UMC  began  exploring  the  possibility  of  a  new  educational 
building.  They  will  wait  for  a  new  pastor  before  making  any  firm  plans.  Girdwood  UMC 
is  looking  at  the  possibility  of  relocating  and  replacing  their  church  facility  in  the  coming 
years. 

Mike  Munn  now  serves  as  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Location  and  Building  for  the 
Administrative  Unit.  Inquiries  and  application  forms  can  be  received  from  Mike. 

2.  HMEP 

After  careful  consideration  of  all  of  the  possibilities  for  effective  health  benefits,  the 
Administrative  Unit  recommends  that  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference  change  its  plan 
from  the  current  HMEP  to  the  United  Methodist  HealthFlex  Plan.  The  Health  Insurance 
Task  Force  did  considerable  research  and  came  to  the  same  conclusion  and  made  this 
recommendation  to  the  Administrative  Unit.  If  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference  concurs 
with  this  recommendation  there  will  no  doubt  be  a  transition  time  with  lots  of  questions. 
With  the  help  of  the  office  of  Health  Benefits  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  we  believe 
that  this  transition  will  go  smoothly  and  the  end  result  will  mean  greater  flexibility  in 
our  health  benefits  program  as  well  as  lower  costs.  We  recommend  the  following: 

I.  Participation  in  HealthFlex:  The  Alaska  Missionary  Conference  (hereinafter 

referred  to  as  the  "Plan  Sponsor")  does  hereby  agree  to  participate  in  a  cafeteria  plan 
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administered  pursuant  to  the  HealthFlex  option  of  the  Hospitalization  and  Medical 
Expanse  Program  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Plan"),  which  is  administered  by  the 
General  Board  of  Pension  and  Health  Benefits  through  its  appropriate  constituent 
>rations  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "General  Board"). 

Eitions  for  Participation:  the  Plan  Sponsor  hereby  agrees  to  follow  the 
sions  of  the  Plan,  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Plan  which  are  from  time  to 
adopted  and  revised  by  the  General  Board  pursuant  to  the  Plan,  and  the 
rwriting  guidelines  which  are  from  time  to  time  adopted  and  revised  by  the 
ral  Board  for  each  of  the  programs  administered  by  the  General  Board  through  the 
thFlex  option  under  the  Plan. 

Effective  date  for  the  Plan  shall  be  January  1,  1996. 

Eligible  participants  will  have  an  opportunity  to  choose  between  Options  A,  B 
or  C  effective  January  1,  1996. 

lability:  "Employees"  described  in  paragraph  3.02  of  the  Plan  Document  are 
le  to  participate  in  Health  Flex,  and 

The  following  categories  of  "employees"  described  in  paragraphs  3.03  and  3.06 
are  also  eligible: 

1.  Clergy  persons  of  another  denomination  who  are  serving  a  local  United 
Methodist  Church  pursuant  to  Paragraph  426.2  or  426.3  of  The  Book  of 
Discipline. 

A  clergy  member  of  a  conference  who  is  appointed  to  less  than  full-time 
service  in  accordance  with  paragraph  437.2  of  The  Book  of  Discipline.  A 
surcharge  will  be  attached  for  persons  serving  less  than  1/2  time. 

A  local  pastor  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  who  is  under  Episcopal 
appointment  and  who  is  a  "part-time  local  pastor"  as  that  term  is  defined  in 
paragraph  408.2  of  The  Book  of  Discipline.  A  surcharge  is  applied  to  this 
category. 

A  lay  employee  of  salary  paying  unit  who  is  normally  scheduled  to  work 
between  17  1/2  hours  and  30  hours  per  week,  6  months  or  more  per  year, 
inclusively,  and  who  has  reached  age  18  and  who  has  been  employed  for  at 
least  3  months  of  service.  A  surcharge  is  applied  to  this  category. 

A  lay  employee  of  a  salary  paying  unit  who  is  normally  scheduled  to  work 
30  or  more  hours  per  week,  6  months  or  more  per  year,  inclusively,  and 
who  has  reached  age  18  and  who  has  been  employed  at  least  0  months  of 
service. 

A  lay  employee  who  has  retired  in  accordance  with  the  retirement  policy  of 
the  salary-paying  unit  from  which  he/she  has  retired.  The  normal 
retirement  age  shall  be  the  year  in  which  the  later  of  two  events  occur:  (i) 
the  year  in  which  the  employee  attains  age  65,  or  (ii)  the  year  in  which  the 
employee  has  at  least  5  years  of  service  with  the  denomination. 

A  surviving  spouse  and/or  dependent(s)  of  active  clergy  participants. 

But  the  above-designed  lay  employees  are  restricted  to  those  employed  by  one  of 
the  following  salary-paying  units.

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3.  Qualification  for  Advance  Special  Salary 
Support/Covenant  Relationship 

Those  missionaries  who  qualify  for  salary  support  through  the  Advance  shall: 

1.  Serve  local  churches  with  less  than  200  members. 

2.  Serve  local  churches  with  budgets  less  than  $150,000  raised  locally  excluding  debt 
retirement.  (For  locations  which  qualify  for  COLA  by  Equitable  Salary  standards,  the 
maximum  shall  be  $150,000  plus  the  COLA.) 

3.  Serve  local  churches  which  are  able  to  maintain  a  parsonage  or  housing  allowance  in 
the  exceptional  cases. 

4.  Receive  a  salary  not  more  than  10%  above  the  minimum  cash  base  salary  (before 
COLA  and  years  of  experience  are  added)  established  by  the  Equitable  Compensation 
Guidelines  set  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  (Exceptions  to  this  shall  be  the  first  five  years 
of  a  new  ministry  and  Native  Ministries  and  crisis  situations.) 

5.  Be  recommended  by  the  Equitable  Compensation  Committee  approval  by  the 
Administrative  Unit  and  the  Conference  Superintendent.

4.  Continuing  Education  Funds

Following  a  review  of  the  disciplinary  provisions  for  the  use  of  Ministerial 
Education  Funds,  the  PMU  has  agreed  these  limited  funds  (up  to  $300/applicant)  shall  be 
available  to  ordained  and  diaconal  ministers,  and  persons  who  are  certified  candidates  and 
local  pastors.  Interested  individuals  should  contact  Dennis  Holway  for  an  application. 

5.  Compulsory  Sexual  Ethics  Training  for  Clergy 
Serving  in  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference 

Because  we  are  now  aware  of  numbers  of  people  who  are  the  victims  of  clergy  sexual 
abuse  and  are  seriously  and  sometimes  permanently  injured;  because  we  now  recognize  the 
position  of  power  a  clergy  person  has  in  counseling  and  other  interpersonal  relationships 
and  hence  their  vulnerability  to  the  abuse  of  that  power;  because  the  credibility  and 
witness  of  the  church  is  undermined  by  such  abuse;  because  the  church  in  increasingly 
financially  vulnerable  because  of  such  abuse;  and  because  the  Council  of  Bishops  have 
called  for  the  training  of  every  UMC  clergy  person  in  clergy  sexual  ethics,  we  recommend 
the  following  as  the  minimum  requirements  for  the  training  of  clergy  serving  in  the 
Alaska  Missionary  Conference: 

1 .  That  a  minimum  4-6  hour  training  in  clergy  sexual  ethics  be  required  of  every 
clergy  person  in  the  AMC,  to  be  renewed  at  least  once  every  four  years. 

2.  That  clergy  currently  under  appointment  who  have  not  received  previous  training 
be  required  to  undergo  such  training  from  PMU  approved  trainers  within  twelve 
months  from  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation. 

3.  That  an  AMC  team  of  trainers  be  established  to  provide  in-Alaska  training.  The 
team  should  include  a  clergy  person,  an  attorney,  and  a  lay  person,  with  attention 
paid  to  gender  balance.  This  team  should  be  prepared  to  offer  two  training 
opportunities  a  year.  PMU  will  schedule  training  opportunities  just  before  or 
after  Annual  Meeting  or  the  winter  retreat. 

4.  That  persons  in  the  process  of  application  for  appointment  in  Alaska  be  apprised 
that  such  training  is  required  for  appointment;  and 
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a.  That  prior  to  their  appointment  in  Alaska,  certification  of  their  previous 
training  be  provided  to  the  Superintendent  by  their  conference  Board  of 
Ordained  Ministry; 

b.  That  if  they  have  not  had  such  training,  that  they  be  strongly  encouraged  to 
do  so  before  coming  to  Alaska,  either  through  their  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry  or  through  the  National  Division;

Each  Annual  Conference  with  a  Camp/Conference/Retreat  ministry  that  is  duly  a  part 
of  l:he  ministry  of  each  Annual  Conference  when  the  National  United  Methodist  Camp 
leaders  meeting  is  held  February  1-5,  1991,  shall  receive  a  gift  of  at  least  $1,000,000. 
February  1,  2000. 

"Each  Annual  Conference  desiring  to  receive  this  gift  for  its  Camp/Conference/ 
Retreat  mini  stry  shall  ask  and  support  the  appropriate  body  charged  with  the  Camp/ 
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Conference/Retreat  ministry  for  the  Annual  Conference  to  prepare  a  one  page  plan  to  use 
the  gift  commencing  March  1,  2000. 

"The  gift  will  be  delivered  February  1,  2000,  to  the  treasurer  of  each  qualifying 
Annual  Conference.  The  Treasurer  will  place  the  gift  in  the  account  of  the 
Camp/Conference/Retreat  body  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  National  Director  of 
Camping  shall  provide  the  name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of  the  Conference 
Treasurer  in  each  qualifying  Annual  Conference.  This  list  shall  be  sent  to  the 
representative  of  the  donor  by  December  20,  1999. 

"This  gift  is  not  a  matching  grant  or  a  challenge  gift.  But  it  is  suggested  that  each 
Annual  Conference  give  prayerful  consideration  to  a  capital  funds  campaign  beginning  in 
the  year  2000.  What  a  heartwarming  experience  for  United  Methodists  to  begin  a  new 
century  of  ministry  in  Camps/Conferences/Retreats  in  this  manner!" 

The  1993  Journal  reports  the  plan  that  was  submitted  to  the  National  Director  of 
Camping  by  the  Outdoor  Ministry  Committee.  There  are  no  strings  attached  to  the  gift 
and  the  plan  may  be  modified  if  necessary.  This  year  the  Outdoor  Ministry  Committee 
will  have  established  a  timeline  for  determining  criteria  for  disbursement  of  funds  to 
SEAUMC  and  Birchwood,  and  for  gathering  information  to  set  priorities  for  the 
continuing  income  generated  by  this  gift.  There  are  many  creative  possibilities  for 
empowering  us  to  enable  people,  through  outdoor  ministries,  to  meet  and  follow  Jesus 
Christ. 

This  year’s  agenda  also  includes:  a  review  of  legal/liability  issues;  the  potential  for 
cooperative  camping  with  other  denominations;  setting  standards  for  and  promoting 
adventure  camping;  encouraging  sites  to  move  toward  American  Camping  Association 
accreditation;  an  evaluation  of  the  Hope  Retreat  Center;  and,  final  approval  of  a  Dean's 
Manual.

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important  ways  that  the  churches  of  our  conference  have  responded  is 
of  the  one  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  and  United  Methodist  Committee  on 
Relief  Advaijce  specials.  In  1994  twenty-four  churches  of  our  conference  contributed 
through  one  or  both  of  these  United  Methodist  programs.  A  total  of  $8,877.65  was 
contributed  by  18  congregations  to  the  One  Great  Hour  offering  during  Lent.  These  funds 
are  [used  to  provide  immediate  emergency  response  to  disasters  and  human  need  such  as 
earthquake,  famine,  and  flood.  Twenty  churches  provided  "second-mile”  Advance  gifts  to 
UMCOR,  in  the  amount  of  $18,561.49,  for  specific  projects  in  response  to  hunger, 
disaster  or  refugee  resettlement.

A  youth 
to  Mexico,  another  to  Arizona,  and  individuals  to  the  Shalom  Zone  in 
omia  and  Kathy  Starostka  from  Sitka  traveled  to  Zaire  and  worked  at  a 
Iren's  refugee  camp.  Kathy  hopes  to  return  again  this  year. 
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Wilh  the  loss  of  the  sanctuary  in  Seward  the  connectional  VIM  system  is  taking  on 
an  even  greater  role  as  the  Oklahoma  VIM  coordinator,  Larry  Acton,  is  overseeing  the 
recruitment  of  six  teams  and  support  coordinators  to  rebuild  the  church  during  the  summer 
of  1995.  It  is  impossible  to  imagine  what  our  conference  would  have  done  without  this 
vital  program  supporting  our  needs  over  the  past  decade  and  longer. 

The  grass  roots  program  of  lay  persons  putting  their  faith  into  action  for  the  benefit 
of  others  seems  to  be  growing  stronger  each  year,  triggering  a  much  deeper  understanding 
of  Christs’  call  to  love  one  another  an  to  go  into  all  the  world  as  servants  to  those  in 
need. 


U.  Alaska  Children's  Services  (ACS) 

James  E.  Maley,  Executive  Director 

1994  was  an  exciting  year  that  brought  many  advancements  to  Alaska  Children's 
Services.  Efforts  were  made  to  continue  improving  the  already  excellent  level  of  services 
to  Alaska’s  youth. 

A  landmark  was  established  by  our  Board  of  Directors  with  the  formation  of  the 
PARTNERSHIP  IN  TREATMENT  FUND.  This  scholarship  program  provides  funding 
for  those  families  in  need  of  services  but  who  have  limited  resources.  In  addition  to 
providing  initial  seed  money,  the  Board  has  specified  that  all  denominational  support  will 
be  allocated  to  the  Spiritual  Life  Program  and  the  Partnership  Fund. 

With  the  addition  of  a  second  staff  person  to  the  Spiritual  Life  Department,  emphasis 
continues  to  increase.  The  Spiritual  Life  Director  has  become  an  integral  part  of  the 
treatment  program,  providing  chapel  services,  grief  groups,  and  regular  "Story  Hour"  to 
all  students  who  wish  to  participate.  Rev.  Seckel  was  also  invited  to  present  a  workshop 
at  a  national  conference  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  was  invited  to  Magadan,  Russia  to 
provide  consultation  regarding  children's  issues. 

Finally,  ACS  began  intensive  planning  to  develop  aftercare  services  and  will  open 
our  first  therapeutic  foster  homes  in  1995. 

V.  Nome  Community  Center 
Douglas  McCoy,  Executive  Director 

EIGHTY-FIVE  YEARS  of  service  will  by  marked  this  year  by  Nome  Community 
Center.  With  its  beginning  as  the  Lavinia  Wallace  Young  Eskimo  Mission,  the  Center  is 
a  "Covenant  Partner"  with  the  National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  a 
ministry  within  and  relating  to  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference,  and  the  recipient  of 
federal  and  state  funds  to  provide  a  variety  of  human  services. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  support  that  has  been  given  through  the  Alaska  Missionary 
Conference  this  past  year.  As  the  recipient  of  the  "Golden  Cross  Sunday"  offering,  a  total 
of  $542.30  was  given  and  used  by  the  Center's  Food  Bank  program.  The  Conference 
United  Methodist  Women  provided  over  $1,000  of  support  for  the  Young  Teen  Center 
programs.  Teen  Center  gifts  were  also  received  from  the  Douglas  congregation  and  the 
United  Methodist  Women  of  St.  John  UMC,  Anchorage.  In  a  time  when  both  State  and 
Federal  funding  for  human  services  is  being  cut,  the  support  from  the  church  us  crucial  if 
we  are  to  continue  the  kind  of  service  which  was  begun  by  the  church  and  that  has  been 
provided  for  so  many  years. 
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Provideniya,  Russia,  was  the  site  of  a  two-village  project  introducing  youth  to  small 
business  operations  and  American  democracy.  A  total  of  18  Russians  and  12  Americans 
participated  in  multiple  exchanges  between  the  two  countries,  which  offered  educational 
classes,  entrepreneurial  training  and  observation  of  the  operation  of  businesses,  health 
systems  and  governments.  This  project  built  upon  the  Native  Youth  Entrepreneurial 
training  projects  on  NCC  during  the  past  five  years.  While  funding  for  the  Native  Youth 
project  is  ending,  a  "School  to  Work"  approach  is  being  developed  with  the  goal  of 
becoming  self-supporting. 

Other  projects  of  Nome  Community  Center  include:  XYZ  Senior  Center,  Nome 
Adult  Day  Care,  Family  Support  Services,  Bering  Strait  Community  Partnership,  and  the 
summer  Community  Employment  Readiness  Training.

W.  Wesley  Rehabilitation  and  Care  Center 

Richard  W.  Jones,  Administrator/CEO 

Annual  report  edited  by  Duane  Chase,  Chaplain  and  Board  Member 

This  past; fiscal  year  (1993-1994)  has  been  a  challenging  year  marked  with  change 
and  improvements  at  the  facility.  During  the  year  the  facility  became  Medicare  Certified. 
The  process  included  a  review  by  the  Office  of  Civil  Rights.  We  were  the  first  facility  in 
the  state  to  undergo  the  new  ADA  (American's  with  Disabilities  Act)  inspection.  The 
facility  also  passed  inspection  by  both  the  State  and  Federal  Surveyors. 
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During  this  past  year  the  Upper  Limits  Lawsuit  was  completed  and  resulted  in  a 
$153,000  award  to  Wesley.  The  three  appeals  dating  back  to  1987-1988  were  settled  and 
Wesley  received  over  $400,000. 

The  challenge  continues  with  the  State  and  the  Medicaid  program.  Wesley  has  been 
operating  on  a  temporary  FY93  carryover  rate.  We  are  attempting  to  resolve  the  issues  to 
establish  realistic  FY94  and  FY95  permanent  rates.  The  difficulties  in  gaining  MRAC 
recognition  of  costs  is  not  unique  to  Wesley.  Every  facility  in  the  state  has  faced  the 
same  challenges  and  difficulties. 

This  has  been  perhaps  the  most  unique  year  that  I  have  spent  at  the  facility.  The 
change  is  primarily  a  result  of  the  Board  providing  the  opportunity  for  me  to  be  the 
administrator  of  Seward  General  Hospital  and  Resurrection  Bay  Health  Center  in  addition 
to  Wesley.  While  there  are  many  problems  facing  the  Hospital  and  Clinic  as  well  as 
Wesley,  it  provided  an  opportunity  for  the  facilities  to  experience  a  new  closeness  which 
had  not  been  achieved  previously.  I  do  not  know  how  the  relationship  will  turn  out  but 
the  trial  period  has  had  positive  results  for  both  facilities  so  far. 

The  staff  and  I  are  very  much  aware  of  the  support,  professionalism  and  caring  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  progress  is  a  direct  reflection  of  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the 
community,  staff,  physicians  and  Board  of  Trustees. 

X.  United  Campus  Ministry 
David  Moore,  Director 

We  have  seen  tremendous  growth  this  year  both  numerically  and  in  individual  lives. 
We  have  continued  our  mid-week  worship  service  called  Tuesday  Vespers,  our  Bible  study 
and  discussion  group  called  Thursday  Lunch  Bunch  and  a  social  activity  every  other 
weekend  called  Friday  Night  Fellowship. 

Our  Leadership  Team  has  done  a  great  job  planning  and  organizing  activities.  Two  of 
these  events  were  our  Christmas  Party  and  a  special  night  at  Vespers  we  called  "40  for 
Christ".  This  year  we  raised  $150  to  buy  food,  cooking  necessities  and  toys  for  a  family 
in  need.  Fred  Myers  and  Kentucky  Fried  Chicken  both  matched  gift  certificates  that  we 
gave. 

Later  that  same  week  about  25  students  went  to  the  Denali  Center  nursing  home.  We 
had  a  wonderful  time  singing  with  the  residents,  listening  to  their  stories  and  wishing 
them  a  Merry  Christmas.  Afterward  we  went  to  a  students  home  for  fellowship,  fun  and 
food.  It  is  good  to  remember  the  gift  that  Christ  gave  by  giving  it  to  others. 

"40  for  Christ"  came  about  when  we  decided  that  it  would  be  good  to  have  a  night 
that  we  encouraged  people  to  come  and  try  United  Campus  Ministry.  We  were  hoping 
that  not  only  brand  new  people  would  come,  but  also  that  many  semi-active  students 
would  get  more  involved.  Two  of  the  students  on  our  Leadership  Team  drafted  a  letter  to 
go  out  to  all  those  on  our  mailing  list.  The  letter  was  a  welcome  back  to  a  new  semester 
and  went  on  to  invite  students  to  our  Vespers  service,  explaining  that  Vespers  is  a 
contemporary  Christian  worship  service  with  singing,  discussion  and  fellowship.  The 
letter  also  encouraged  people  to  stay  after  Vespers,  eat  some  pizza  and  socialize. 

Others  on  Leadership  and  some  of  those  in  the  core  group  also  got  involved  by 
putting  up  posters,  and  inviting  roommates,  classmates  and  friends.  Including  Clarice  (my 
wife)  and  myself  there  were  39  people  at  Vespers,  many  of  whom  had  never  been  to  a 
UCM  event  or  were  only  semi-active.  A  good  number  of  these  have  returned  and  are 
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bejjoming  a  Dart  of  the  core  group.  Although  we  fell  one  short  of  our  goal,  this  event  is 
a  constant  reminder  of  the  story  of  the  lost  sheep.  We,  as  disciples,  need  to  be  constantly 
reaching  out  to  those  who  have  been  wounded,  to  those  who  have  wandered  away  from  the 
fiopk  and  to  those  who  have  never  known  the  good  shepherd. 

Y.  University  Community  Ministry

A  significant  change  took  place  this  year  with  the  placement  of  a  third-year 
seminarian  from  Duke  University  as  the  Campus  Minister.  Jonathan  Coppedge-Henley 
attended  cl  isses,  joined  campus  clubs  and  was  involved  in  a  wide  variety  of  campus 
activities.  He  has  been  instrumental  in  conducting  memorial  services,  prayer  meetings, 
evening  wc  rship  services,  retreats,  workshops,  etc.  Jonathan  has  done  an  outstanding  job 
of  interfac  ng  with  students,  faculty  and  administrators.  In  addition,  he  preached  at  a 
number  of  area  churches  and  spoke  at  several  Sunday  School  classes.  The  success  of 
having  a  sjminarian  cover  both  the  UAA  and  APU  campuses  has  prompted  the  UCM 
Board  to  select  another  seminarian  for  the  forthcoming  school  year.  Scott  Kober,  a  third 
year  semi  tarian  from  SMU's  Perkins  School  of  Theology  will  be  interning  on  the 
campuses  tnd  at  Anchor  Park  UMC.

The  jniversity  has  continued  its  active  role  in  ardent  support  of  the  General  Board  of 
Higher  Education  and  Ministry's  1993-1996  quadrennial  focus  upon  "Campus  Ministry: 
Mission  it  the  Center:  by  maintaining  and  fervently  supporting  the  Office  of  the  Campus 
Minister  This  office  seeks  not  only  to  provide  spiritual  care  and  nurture  for  the  campus, 
but  also  to  enhance  spiritual  life  through  challenging  the  university  community  to 
integrate  faith,  scholarship,  selfhood,  inquiry,  dialogue,  and  diversity  into  daily  habits  of 
virtue.  The  Office  of  the  Campus  Minister  seeks  to  make  available  diverse  worship  and 
fellowship  opportunities  as  integral  parts  of  campus  life.  This  on-going  ministry  provides 
educational  opportunities  to  interdenominational  and  inter-religious  dialogue.

He  has 
committed  himself  to  continuing  the  strong  connection  between  Alaska  Pacific 
University  and  the  local,  national  and  global  network  of  United  Methodist  involvement  in 
higher  education,  and  invites  the  churches  of  this  conference  to  encourage  United 
Methodist  students  to  attend  APU.  Dr.  North  is  interested  in  attracting  students  who  are 
committed  to  "practical  divinity"  and  has  redesigned  the  curriculum  to  enable  students  to 
plan  and  carry  out  service  projects  as  part  of  an  individualized  course  of  study.

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X.  Petitions  and  Recommendations 
A.  Adopted  Petitions 


Petition  #1  -  The  AMC  petitions  the  General  Conference  to  change  the  first  sentence 
of  536  to  read  as  follows.  The  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic  body  in  the  Church  and  as 
such  shall  have  reserved  to  it  the  right  to  vote  on  all  constitutional  amendments,  on  the 
election  of  clergy  and  lay  delegates  to  the  General  and  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central 
Conferences,  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  character  and  conference  relations  of  its  clergy 
members,  and  on  the  ordination  of  persons  for  the  clergy  and  such  other  rights  as  have  not 
been  delegated  to  the  General  Conference  under  the  Constitution. 

RATIONALE:  In  order  to  strengthen  the  voice  of  the  laity  on  the  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry,  the  Constitution  of  the  UMC  must  be  changed.  Empowering  the  laity  by 
sharing  in  decisions  related  to  the  representative  ministry  of  the  church  will  be  a  positive 
step  toward  lay-clergy  relations. 

Petition  #2  -  The  AMC  petitions  the  General  Conference  to  change  the  first  three 
sentences  of  5733.1  to  read  as  follows:  Each  Annual  Conference  at  the  first  session 
following  the  General  Conference  shall  elect  for  a  term  of  four  years  a  Board  of  Ordained 
Ministry,  consisting  of  not  fewer  that  nine  members,  and  two  thirds  of  the  members  shall 
be  ordained  clergy  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  full  connection.  One  third  of 
the  members  shall  be  lay  persons  who  are  members  of  the  UMC  and  resident  in  the 
geographical  area  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Lay  members  shall  have  voice  and  vote  on 
all  matters  before  the  board. 

RATIONALE:  Ministry  is  the  way  to  describe  the  calling  of  all  who  follow  Jesus 
Christ.  One  of  the  most  important  tasks  given  to  the  representative  ministers  of  the 
church  is  to  equip  the  general  ministers  of  the  church  for  their  own  ministry.  Having  a 
Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  with  one  third  laity  with  full  voice  and  vote  will  enhance  the 
concept  of  the  shared  nature  of  ministry 

Petition  #3  -  The  AMC  petitions  the  General  Conference  to  rescind  the  resolution, 
enacted  in  1988,  providing  for  a  churchwide  boycott  of  Royal  Dutch/Shell. 

RATIONALE:  Apartheid  in  South  Africa  was  the  target  of  the  action,  and  whereas 
the  impact  of  Apartheid  will  long  outlast  the  end  of  white  overt  rule,  the  need  for  the 
boycott  no  longer  exists. 

Petition  #4  -  The  AMC  petitions  the  General  Conference  to  add  the  following 
statements  to  The  Discipline  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  (5660).  8.a.  Ordained 
clergy  in  full  connection  and  in  good  standing  with  their  Annual  Conference  shall  not  be 
required  to  be  approved  by  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  for  appointment  by  a 
bishop  to  a  Missionary  Conference;  these  persons  may,  however,  be  classified  as 
missionaries  under  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  if  approved  by  the  Bishop,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Missionary  Conference,  and  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 
8.b.  Spouses  of  ordained  clergy  appointed  to  a  Missionary  Conference  shall  not  be 
required  to  become  missionaries,  but  may  apply  for  missionary  status  if  they  desire. 

RATIONALE:  WHEREAS  clergy  who  are  full  members  of  an  Annual  Conference 
have  satisfied  their  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  "regarding  physical, 
mental,  and  emotional  health"  (5424)  and  also  have  been  examined  theologically  in 
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pi^paration  for  mission  and  ministry  within  the  United  Methodist  Church;  AND, 
WHEREAS  ordained  clergy  are  in  mission  when  they  are  appointed  by  a  bishop  to  serve  a 
local  church,  to  a  position  within  the  denominational  structure,  or  to  an  institution; 
ApID,  WHEREAS  thousands  of  dollars  will  be  saved  by  affirming  the  rigorous  leading  to 
a  fjull  membership  in  an  Annual  Conference,  thereby  resulting  in  better  stewardship  of 
limited  resources;  AND,  WHEREAS  spouses  of  ordained  clergy  appointed  to  a 
Missionary  Conference  are  not  full  participants  in  its  life  nor  are  they  fully  accountable  to 
the  Missionary  Conference  for  their  personal  ministry. 

Petition  #5  -  "Clergy  Membership  in  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference"  This 
petition  was  directed  to  the  1995  Alaska  Missionary  Conference.  The  Professional 
Ministries  Unit  is  asking  the  Bishop  of  the  Portland  area  to  initiate  conversations  with 
Bijhops  and  Boards  of  Ordained  Ministry  in  the  Western  Jurisdiction,  with  the  intent  of 
developing  "memoranda  of  understanding"  by  which  the  members  of  the  AMC  would  be 
considered  for  appointment  throughout  the  Western  Jurisdiction  when  needed  and  asking 
those  Bishops  to  take  a  greater  role  in  recruiting  clergy  for  service  in  Alaska. 

|  RATIONALE:  The  AMC  of  the  UMC  is  in  need  of  a  means  by  which  it  can  more 
effectively  p  ovide  a  way  for  persons  to  respond  to  God's  call  to  ministry.  Conference 
membership  will  also  enable  the  development  of  Alaskan  pastoral  leadership.  Enlarging 
the  area  whei  e  effective  members  may  be  appointed  will  overcome  the  primary  obstacle  to 
full  membership.  The  method  of  finding  these  appointments  may  already  exist  through 
the  Ministeri  il  Services  Committee  of  the  Western  Jurisdiction. 

Petition  #6  The  AMC  petitions  the  1996  General  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  C lurch  to  adopt  the  covenanting  proposal  of  the  Consultation  on  Church 
Union,  Churc  hes  in  Covenant  Communion:  The  Church  of  Christ  Uniting,  and 

(1) 1  approve  his  text  as  the  definitive  agreement  for  joining  with  other  participating 
churches  in  covenant  communion,  including  the  acts  sufficient  to  enable  it, 

(2)  declare  its  willingness  to  enter  into  a  relationship  of  covenant  communion  with  the 
met  fiber  churches  of  COCU  and  other  churches  which  similarly  approve  this  agreement 
ana  The  CC  CU  Consensus  which  is  its  theological  basis,  sealed  by  the  proposed 
inaugural  litu  gies,  and 

(3)  begin  to  identify  for  itself  such  steps  and  procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  prepare  for 
the  reconciliation  of  ordained  ministries  and  for  entering  into  covenant  communion  as  set 
forth  in  this  document."

BE W  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  1996  General  Conference  of  the  UMC  entrust  to 
the  Council  of  Bishops,  in  cooperation  with  the  General  Commission  of  Christian  Unity 
and|  Interred  ious  Concerns,  the  guidance  of  the  UMC  and  its  various  agencies  at 
national,  regional  and  local  levels  into  the  covenanting  acts  and  relationships  described  in 
Chuj-ches  in  Covenant  Communion  including  the  steps  and  procedures  necessary  to 
prepare  for  the  recognition  and  reconciliation  of  ordained  ministries. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  1996  General  Conference  of  the  UMC  send 
greetings  of  g  ace  and  peace  in  Christ  to  the  other  member  churches  of  the  Consultation, 
offering  prayers  that  we  may  all  be  one  so  that  the  world  might  believe.

c.  The  local  expense  grade  figure  is  the  result  of  dividing  the  sum  of  each  local 
church's  local  expenses  for  the  3  years  by  the  sum  of  the  total  of  local  church 
expenses  for  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference. 

NOTE:  Local  Church  Expenses  include: 

•  Clergy  support  (+25%  of  the  pastor's  salary  as  established  by  the  charge 
conference  if  the  pastor  is  furnished  a  parsonage). 

•  Other  church  expenses:  Utilities,  etc. 

•  Principal  and  interest  on  indebtedness 

•  Payments  on  building  improvements 

•  EXCLUDED  from  other  local  expenses  are: 

•  Rent  payments  for  church  facilities  with  principal  and  interest  paid  on 
indebtedness. 

•  Payments  on  building  improvements. 

•  Non-apportioned  benevolences  paid  by  the  local  church. 

d.  Pension  apportionments  shall  be  based  upon  the  Administrative  Unit's 
recommendation. 

e.  Apportionments  to  a  local  church  shall  not  increase  more  than  the  percentage 
change  in  the  apportioned  budget  +  10%  nor  shall  they  decrease  more  than  the 
percentage  change  in  the  apportioned  budget  less  than  10%. 

3.  All  churches  are  strongly  urged  to  pay  their  apportionments  in  10  equal  installments 
beginning  in  January  and  ending  in  October. 

4.  Apportionments  for  new  churches  will  be  reduced  following 
their  charter  according  to  this  formula:

DIVISION  1  .  .  .ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

RI.00  .  .  .  CONVENING:  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Alaska  Missionary 
Conference  (AMC)  shall  meet  on  the  date  set  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  area  as 
provided  in  the  United  Methodist  Discipline  (Disc.,  1992,  Para.  703.2). 

R1.05  .  .  .  PLANNING  COMMITTEE:  The  Annual  Meeting  Planning 
Committee  (AMPC)  shall  plan  the  Annual  Meeting.  (See  R5.1002  for  the 
composition  and  duties  of  this  committee.) 

DIVISION  2  .  .  .  MEMBERSHIP 

R2.00  .  .  .  CATEGORIES:  The  categories  of  clergy  membership  in  the  Annual 
Meeting  shall  be: 

AFFILIATE:  Ordained  United  Methodist  clergy  appointed  by  the  National  Program 
Division  and  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  area  to  serve  United  Methodist  Churches  and/or 
ecumenical  agencies  and  union  churches  within  the  boundaries  of  the  AMC  shall  have 
affiliate  status  and  full  voting  rights.

ADJUNCT:  Ordained  United  Methodist  Clergy  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  of 
the  area  to  serve  United  Methodist  churches  and/or  ecumenical  agencies  and  union  churches 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  AMC,  but  not  appointed  by  the  National  Program  Division, 
shall  have  adjunct  status  and  voting  rights  in  the  annual  meeting  except  on  matters  of 
ordination,  election  of  general  and  jurisdictional  conference  delegates,  constitutional 
amendments,  and  other  general  church  concerns.  Adjunct  is  defined  as  having  temporary 
relationship. 

COLLEGIAL:  Ordained  clergy  of  other  denominations  who  meet  disciplinary 
requirements  (Disc.,  1992,  Para.  426.2)  and  who  are  appointed  by  the  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  area  to  serve  in  United  Methodist  Churches  or  are  hired  by  ecumenical 
agencies  shall  have  the  same  right  of  participation  as  adjunct  members.  Collegial  means 
in  association  with  the  AMC. 

R2.05  .  .  .  INSTITUTION  AND  AGENCY  MEMBERS:  Institution  and 
agencies  related  to  the  AMC  and/or  the  National  Program  Division  shall  be  full  members 
of  the  Annual  Meeting  and  shall  be  allowed  two  (2)  voting  members  (one  lay  person  and 
one  clergy),  both  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  in 
accordance  with  constitutional  requirements  (Disc.,  1992,  Para  660.5).

XIII.  Qualifications  and  Guidelines 

A.  Qualifications  for  Advance  Special  Salary 
Support/Covenant  Relationships 


ionaries  who  qualify  for  salary  support  through  the  Advance  shall: 

Bl  churches  with  less  than  200  members. 

churches  with  budgets  less  than  $150,000  raised  locally  excluding  debt 
(For  locations  which  qualify  for  COLA  by  Equitable  Salary  standards,  the 
im  shall  be  $150,000  plus  the  COLA.) 

local  churches  which  are  able  to  maintain  a  parsonage  or  housing  allowance  in 
iqeptional  cases. 

a  salary  not  more  than  10%  above  the  minimum  cash  base  salary  (before 
and  years  of  experience  are  added)  established  by  the  Equitable  Compensation 
nes  set  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  (Exceptions  to  this  shall  be  the  first  five  years 
siv  ministry  and  Native  Ministries  and  crisis  situations), 
immended  by  the  Equitable  Compensation  Committee  for  approval  by  the 
■trative  Unit  and  the  Conference  Superintendent. 

B.  Guidelines  for  Parsonage  Standards 


Property  Ownership:  If  a  parsonage  is  provided,  it  should  be  owned  by  the  local 
charge  or  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference.  Also,  flexibility 
slpuld  be  allowed  so  that  a  pastor  and  congregation  can  work  out  an  arrangement  whereby 
~  jjiousing  al  lowance  is  provided  in  lieu  of  a  parsonage. 

|  The  H)use:  At  least  four  bedrooms;  a  basement  with  exit  where  possible;  house 
pl|n  should  be  flexible  to  allow  for  differing  size  families;  family  room,  at  least  two  full 
bathrooms;  adequate  storage;  large  living  room;  adequate  weather  stripping  and  insulation; 
screens  on  windows  that  open;  double  garage,  not  necessarily  heated;  dining  area  suitable 
fo|  family  and  entertaining;  sit-down  eating  space  in  the  kitchen;  a  wood  stove  would  be  a 
desirable  feature.  New  parsonages  should  be  handicap  accessible. 

Location:  Preferable  within  walking  distance  of  the  church  building,  but  not  more 
th|n  three  miles  away. 

FurnisI  ings:  Household  personal  items  should  be  provided  by  the  parsonage 
family.  Hea /y  furniture  and  major  appliances  in  good  working  order  should  be  provided  by 
church  i  lcluding:  beds,  tables,  chairs,  sofa,  freezer,  washer  and  dryer,  refrigerator, 
dishwasher,  disposal,  chests  and  dressers,  drapes,  floor  coverings,  lawn  mower  where 
nejided,  fire  extinguisher,  smoke  alarms.  Painting  (in  and  out),  carpet  deep  cleaning, 
should  be  scheduled  on  a  four-year  basis  or  change  of  pastor. 

Appiiarces  and  Furnishings  Allowance:  Each  parsonage  family  shall  have 
available  to  them  $1000  each  appointive  year  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  pastor  and 
parsonage  committee  for  appliances  and  furnishings  as  listed  above.  In  the  first  year  of 
appointment,  this  amount  shall  be  available  tat  the  time  of  arrival  of  the  parsonage  family 
wljere  possible.  The  Trustees  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  date  of  purchase  and  repair  of  all 
appliances,  including  the  heating  system,  and  of  all  painting  and  decorating,  inside  and  out. 
The  Superintendent  shall  ask  for  the  Parsonage  Report  at  the  annual  Charge  Conference 
meeting. 


Billy  Still  and  Curt  Karns,  pastor  or  New  Hope  United  Church,  help  prepare  food  at  a 
barbecue  hosted  by  Ann  and  Billy  Still  following  the  24th  Annual  Session. 
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Garage  and  Grounds:  If  possible,  a  garage  shall  be  provided  with  adequate  lights 
and  electrical  outlets  and  sufficient  space  for  gardening  and  lawn  equipment,  bicycles,  etc. 
This  should  be  provided  with  easy  to  operate  door.  Any  damage  to  the  parsonage  or 
grounds  caused  by  any  household  pet  shall  be  repaired  or  replaced  at  the  expense  of  the 
parsonage  occupants.  Excessive  damage,  beyond  normal  wear,  to  the  parsonage  caused  by 
the  parsonage  family  shall  be  repaired,  replaced,  or  paid  for  by  the  pastor. 

Maintenance  Fund:  A  revolving  fund  of  $1000  shall  be  available  for  maintenance 
repairs  and  upkeep  as  authorized  by  the  trustees.  For  most  churches,  this  should  be  a  trust 
account  drawn  on  when  needed,  not  necessarily  budgeted  in  full  every  year. 

Insurance:  Replacement  value  of  the  parsonage  should  be  the  guide  for  insurance 
coverage.  Insurance  on  the  pastor's  personal  items  should  be  provided  by  the  pastor. 

Parsonage  Committee:  The  PPR  Chair,  the  Trustee  Chair,  the  Pastor  and 
family  shall  meet  at  least  once  annually  to  review  parsonage  needs  and  existing  conditions. 

Utilities:  Full  cost  of  utilities  are  to  be  provided  for  each  parsonage,  when  the 
pastor  lives  in  the  parsonage. 

An  Encouragement  to  All:  We  recognize  that  comfortable  surroundings  in  the 
home  contribute  to  the  happiness,  health,  and  effectiveness  of  the  parsonage  family  and  the 
pastor  in  their  work  for  the  whole  church.  We  encourage  that  each  parish  will  do  its  very 
best  in  providing  such  a  home.
